In the demands being made by the provinces of Alberta and 
Saskatchewan for-the control of their natural resources, there is one 
that 
whereas these provinces do not control their own resources, the gov- 
ernment at Ottawa which does control them is made ap very dereely 
of members elected from provinces which do. 

In this way a member of the local legislature of Alberta can 
have no say about what is to be done with the water powers of this 
province, but an Ontario member in the Dominion house may, 
while at the same time the member from the same constituency in 
the Ontario house is'a member of a parliamentary body which ab- 
solutely controls the resources. of that province. 

In this way the province of Alberta is robbed of the control of 
its own resources, and those provinces which control their own 
resources are-given control of ours as well.
